It was propsed that an Examiner's Amdt. which added the applying and curing of a liquid solution 
directly on the part would overcome the rejection of claims 1+. The Exr. Amdt. is needed because Collins teaches a 
polyurethane (adhesive layer) directly on the polycarbonate part (see 6:9-22) as amended by applicant's last 
rresponse. It was agreed that the term polyurethane could also be deleted from claim 1 since it is not needed for 
allowance of claim 1 . Ms. Molleur approved the Exr. Amdt. .
